The Niehl 
Nichi says F rance alone is capable of ta k ­ 
ing the initiative in persuading R ussia to 
negotiate for peace, but the fticht Nichl 
doubts if Russia would accept F ran ce’s 
advice, ‘‘because term s would m ean the 
deoth^of the bureaucracy, and the bureau­ 
cracy is not Comm itting suicide."

SpringflfcitJ, March ¡50.—The gftnate was tn 
tj»e£ri1pn atysut thirty minute* this morning,, 
dtlrltff which tiiiie it pnbaed one Joint 
r^oiutlon and «everal btlls, ndvflnbed a 
number of bills tp third r«adlng and kilted 
a couple by stVlkftig Out the anhctihff 
clauRo, Among the bills paawed were tho 
two bills amending tho corporation nut 
so as to give the secretary of »Into moro 
discretionary power over the licensing of 
foreign and domestic corporations. As the 
^nw now. stands the secretary of state 
when applied to by a corporation formed 
under the laws of another state has no 
way of ascertaining it« standing. 
Under 
the bill panned this morning'In* is given 
the right to investigate and require full 
report to be made before Issuing a license. 
These bills were prepared by Secretary 
Rose and have the approval of the gov 
ernor and attorney general. 


Stubblefield's bill providing for a fee to 
be paid county recorders for releases of 
mortgages on the margin of the record 
was passed after being amended so as to 
fix tho fee at 25 cents Instead of 50 cents 
and Inserting a provision that this fee 
should be used to pay the expenses of In­ 
dexing the release as well as for the w it­ 
nessing of the signature. 


The other bflls of Senator Stubblefield 
which place prqfoate and circuit clerks, re­ 
spectively, on a per diem instead of a 
salary, were killed by striking out the 
enacting clauses. 
The motion to strike 
out was made by Senator Berry, who de­ 
clared that the bills ouglif not to pass. 
Under the present law these officers are 
allowed salaries which must be paid out 
of the fees of the office. The bills If en­ 
acted Into law would make It obligatory 
to pay the per diem whether the office 
fees were sufficient or not.

child labor bill, which permits children to 
appear on the stage with the consent of 
their parents and the labor department.

THIS HOUSE. 


The Stead-McKinley anti-trust bill, In­ 
cluding the Insurance companies under 
the ban of the law, was advanced to third 
reading by the house this morning and 
made a special order for next Thursday 
morning. The bill was called up by Mr. 
McKinley. 
Mr. Austin objected, saying 
the Chicago underwriters had asked for 
a hearing and had been refused. Mr. Mc­ 
Kinley moved a suspension of the rules 
and on this the vote was unanimous. One 
amendment was offered and defeated and 
the bill was then sent to third reading and 
made a sueclal order. 


The house passed the anti-pigeon shoot­ 
ing bill by almost unanimous vote. The 
bill prohibits the shooting of pigeons or 
birds of any kind from traps for amuse­ 
ment.

Ho will receive a salary 
of $8,500, part, of which will be paid 
by the athletic committee and tho rest 
by wealthy graduates who ore Interest­ 
ed In H arvard's athletics. 


The proposition to engage Reid, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent given out by 
Professor Coolidge, chairman of the 
athletic committee, was made at u meet­ 
ing of tho committee on Feb. 17, and 
the day previous to that the committee 
was unwilling to pay a football coach 
a larger salary than th at of a full 
fledged professor. 


Reid will come to Cambridge probably 
within a month. Although bis contract 
provides for only one year of service, 
tt Is so framed th at ho can extend it 
lor three yeara, thus making his policy 
permanent. 


Reid played fullback on the 1898 
t*am, w&lch defeated Yale at iiew 
Haven, as well as on the teams, of 1890 
and 1000.
